Delvin is his name and he 
has come up with a draft of Memorandum Of 
Understanding for the ham community. He is the 
coordinator for Washington and Oregon so we will 
need to get the two Section Managers as well as 
Mary Lewis involved. 


This agreement will involve more than just the 
Forest Service. There are otherland management 
services such as the Bureau of Land Management, 
National Parks, Fish and Wildlife Service and Bu- 
reau of Indian Affairs. | can see where this could be 
a big feather in our cap if we pull it off and do agood 
job. 


When | talked to Delvin he said they had the best 
communication in the nation even better than the 
US Goverment but there were some places that 
they couldn't communicate and that is where | said 
that we could and he agreed. 


We will not be called out on every situation but only 
when they have a problem communicating. | know 
that we are one of the few groups that can talk 
between different organization and that is where 
we will shine. What! mean is that these organiza- 
tions have different frequencies and they have no 
way of communicating between themselves but we 
can put hams with all of the organizations and do 
the job. 


What we need to do is to get a ARES group in 
OTVARC. Getacalling tree and practice. We have 
a good Emergency Coordinator, Ben N7OGM, 
here in Washington County and! know he would be 
more thathappy to help us get going. | willkeep you 
up on the happenings and when it is finalized | will 
get the Club a copy of the agreement.

those situations. Several members of OTVARC 
have been using small, easily portable packet 
Stations for this purpose over the past several 
years. Lap-Top computers, small TNCs and 25-50 
watt 2-meter transceivers - all of which can be 
operated on emergency power - have simplified 
station set-up. 


Area nodes and BBSs are usually used for the 
traffic but station to station operation has also been 
used. A unique feature of packet TNCs is the ability 
to serve as a digipeater which could be (and has 
been!) of importance in case of node failure. 


Tandy 101/102 computers are particularly suited to 
this type of operation because of the built-in mo- 
dem, word processing programs and the ease of up 
loading and down loading files. We have found that 
the use of two compatible computers greatly simpli- 
fies handling of large files as one computer can 
always be on-line while lists and messages are 
being entered on the other machine. 


Most of our operations have been for emergency 
drills in connection with disaster scenarios for the 
State of Oregon Office of Emergency Manage- 
ment, county drills, and the American Red Cross. 
Setting-up and operating these stations has been 
alot of fun and we have a good chance to learn what 
is needed and how to do it rapidly and efficiently. 
Come join us forsome hands-on experience at one 
of our next exercises. You will enjoy it. OTVARC 
members taking part have been KF7QS, N7OGM 
and WB7BBG.

Radio Operators to 
‘Ham it Up' at Parade

Rick Schouweiler and Al Berg plan to ham it up at 
the 1991 Good Neighbor Days Parade. 


Not as street clowns or pooper scoopers but as 
amateur radio operators with the Oregon Tualatin 
Valley Amateur Radio Club. 


Club members have volunteered to provide field 
communications for the September 14 parade be- 
ginning at 10 AM in Griffith Park. 


Amateur radio operators, orhams, as they like to be 
called, have kept the Good Neighbor Days Parade 
running safely and smoothly through the streets of 
Beaverton for atleast fourorfive years, Schouweiler 
Said. 


“| inherited it from a couple of other people,” he 
said, “and we used to have a booth at Good 
Neighbor Days."In 1985, Good Neighbor Days 
coincided with a catastrophic earthquake in Mexico 
City registering 8.1 on the Richter scale. 


Festival goers watched as hams checked on the 
health and welfare of earthquake victims for their 
relatives in the states by contacting hams south of 
the border in Mexico. 


“This showed people what we really do,” Berg said. 


This year, The radio club's job will be less dramatic 
but no less important. Five hams with hand-held 
transceivers will be assigned to positions along the 
parade route,, and will coordinate spacing between 
floats, Schouweiler said. 


The club will also pass on the names of award- 
winning entries from the judging area in Griffith Park 
to a Tualatin Valley Community Access television 
crew at Southwest Fifth Street and Hall Boulevard. 


This information will allow the producers taping the 


parade to keep up a running commentary about 
floats as they pass, Schouweiler said. 


The 1991 Good Neighbor Days Parade isn't the 
only event getting a hand from volunteers at the 
Oregon Tualatin Valley Amateur Radio Club. In 
fact, it's not the only event that weekend. 


Club members will also assist with communications 
at Cycle Oregon, a weeklong bicycle trip that tours 
the length of the state, Schouweiler said. The 
parade and bicycle tour coincide this year. 


Hams accompany cyclists on the tour and coordi- 
nate emergency assistance if a rider is injured 
along the route. “We can communicate better and 
a lot faster than the police in a lot of cases,” Berg 
said. 


In addition to Cycle Oregon and the Beaverton 
Good Neighbor Days Parade, club members assist 
the Portland Rose Festival Parade, the festival's 
Starlight Parade and the Hood-to-Coast Relay. 
They even find lost children at Artquake, Berg said. 


Schouweiler and Berg estimate that club members 
donate at least 4,000 volunteer hours a year, 
including about 2,000 hours for Cycle Oregon 
alone. Voluntarism is what “amateur’ radio is all 
about, Schouweiler said. 


“The thing | like about it is that it's all private. What 
we do is all for radio out of donated time,” he said. 
“We just want publicity (for the club). We want 
people to know we're out there.” 


The Oregon Tualatin Valley Amateur Radio Club 


‘boasts 250 members from the Beaverton and Port- 


land areas. A regional conference in Seaside this 
year drew 3,000 hams from all over the Pacific 
Northwest, Berg said. 


Electronics enthusiasts interested in amateur radio 
can find out how to obtain a license and join a club 
by talking to veterans of the hobby at Portland 
Radio Supply at 234 S.E. Grand Ave., Berg said. 


“A ham who doesn't get involved with a club is 
making a mistake,” he said. “There are so many 
people to meet, instant friends.”

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The Station Of The Month 


W7NI and KA7UFG

| only THOUGHT | had seen a big station. Then came W7NI & KA7UFG. Wholly smokes, you wouldn’t 
believe it. Before we get into the station, lets leam a little bit about the rest of the goodies at Stan and Pat 
Griffiths QTH. 


We'll start with the antennas. | counted 9 yagis and 7 others on3 towers. Included is this countis a complete 
OSCAR antenna. The antennas range from 160 meters to 440 MHz. Not up yet is a 50 foot dish that Stan 
and Lynn Hurd are working on. Once complete, this could be the largest amateur radio dish in the U.S. 


This dDaby will be used for “moonbang” with a 10 GHz transmitter that will be built by Tom Hill, WAS3RMX. 
The antenna is so large, that it has a “light duty” base of over 8 yards of concrete. The wind load is near 
2000 sq ft. This is equivalent to 100 20 meter beams. So much for outside. 


Inside, the shack really consists 
of 3 different rooms. We have 
your parts warehouse, repair 
shop and ham shack. This lay- 
out allowed Stan & Pat to oper- 
ate a tower business out of their 
shack without ever being too far 
away from DX. The parts ware- 
house has EVERYTHING you 
need to build anything. Gads, 
there are boxes and boxes and 
boxes of parts plus reels of trans- 
mission wire. 


The second room is the repair 
@ shop. Here we have about 20 

- scopes in various stages of re- 
' pair, multiple transmitters, am- 
- plifiers, computers and shelves 
- Of books. When Stan wants to 
~ build something, he doesn’tlack 
Stan, W7NI, shown at the operating position of his station. for workroom. 


The shack is in room #3. This one is easy to spot because it is the one with 20 some coax cables entering 
through the wall. Here we have the TS830S, Heath amp and the BIG BERTHA amp. Also close at hand 
is the Packet station, the computer with plotter and a coax switch like you have never seen. We fired up 
the station and picked off a Russian station on the first call. Big power and a5 element 20 meter beam 
is an awesome thing to see in action. When the foot switch is pushed, you KNOW you are on the air. 


No station would be complete without emergency standby power so of course Stan and Pat have a little 
generator out back to run this whole thing during our upcoming earthquake. It is the size of a pickup truck. 
That about wraps it up. This super station shows us all that if we lear just a little more about our hobby 
eacn day, it is possible to create something really extraordinary. |

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Remember When?

[twas one of those times when you say to yourself “What an incredible coincidence”. Each Friday the sales 
department at our company gets together for lunch & jokes. We're a pretty laid back group so when the 
boss asked if it would be OK to have the chief financial officer come along we said “What the heck”. Weil, 
here | am sitting next to this guy, Jack Kloster (our CFO) and we start talking about hobbies. We eventually 
got around to ham radio and Jack asked “Have you ever heard of Collins Radio"? Heard of it? As a kid, 
that gear represented the unattainable, the pinnacle, the absolute top of the heap when it came to 
equipment. | got shudders when | touched a 75A3. “Well”, Jack said, “! worked there for 10 years”. I could 
have died. Needless to say, the rest of that lunch hour was taken up hearing about Collins. Here are some 
excerpts from Jack's stories. 


Art Collins was a ham when he was a kid. From his garage in Cedar Rapids, IA he built and operated his 
station. It was early 1933 when Art was on the air checking out DX. Through his radio came a weak but 
intelligible station from Antartica. Now, that’s DX. It tumed out to be Admiral Byrd who was on an 
expedition. Art Collins was the only ham that he could get through to from the South Pole. 


When Admiral Byrd got home, he made a special trip to lowa to meet this young radio genius who had built 
a station so good it could get clear through to the South Pole. What he found was a very intelligent and 
driven young man. In short order Art found himself in Washington DC being introduced to General Curtis 
LeMay, a good friend of Admiral Byrd. The General liked this bright, driven workaholic young man and 
suggested he put his knowledge of radio to use by bidding on military contracts. At that time Art's business 
was little more than a hobby but he knew his stuff when it came to RF and he rose to the challenge. 


The biggest problem Curtis LeMay faced was the need to communicate worldwide at will. Since the normal 
mode was still A1 with a little A3 (when QRN allowed), he wanted a mode that would allow him to “punch 
through” the noise and allow him to talk with his fellow generals in “real words”, not code. Art Collins sat 
down with a select group of engineers and many months later introduced Single Sideband to the General 
and of course the word. This new communication technique allowed the General to talk with anybody he 
wanted to at 60,000 feet from his B52. The world was a safer place. 


Business boomed. By 1957 Collins Radio was doing $200,000,000 of business worldwide. The plant 
consisted of a building that covered 11 acres. 11 acres under one roof! One late night Art was working 
late and needed a midnight snack. Alas, the cafeteria was closed. Not any more! The edict went out: 
“When the boss wants a sandwich at midnight, the Boss will be able to get one”. From then on, all cafeterias 
in this entire plant (10,000 workers large) were open 24 hours a day. 


Art was never a social person. Even though Collins Radio was the largest employer in lowa, you never 
saw Artin the social section of the newspaper. He was much more at home in the lab inventing some new 
gadget. The company had a “Wives of Engineers” club. At one of the meetings it was suggested that (in 
order to limit the club size) only Professional Engineers wives could be members. Mrs. Collins raised her 
hand to ask if she would have to resign. Art Collins was self taught. (The motion failed). 


By 1964 the company had grown to $400,000,000 in sales. The ham gear end of the business was never 
profitable but Art was an avid ham and the word at the plant was “Don't mess with Art’s baby”. Unfortunately 
the ham part of the business wasn’t the only unprofitable part of the product line and in the early 70s the 
company was sold to Rockwell International. With the loss of Art, the ham equipment product line was 
quietly discontinued. 


Today, the Collins division of Rockwell is still big business but products such as the 75A4, 3251, KWM1 
and many others are history. Weill all miss them, .
